Export In¬ 
spection Council, as required by sub-rule (2) of the 
rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspec¬ 
tion) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, 
the Central Government hereby publishes tire said 
proposals for information of the public likely to be 
affected thereby, 

2, Notice is hereby given that any person desiring 
to forward any objections and suggestions with res¬ 
pect to the said proposals, may forward the same 
witliin 45 days of the date of publication of this 
Order in the Official Gazette to the Export Inspection 
Council, 11th Floor, Pragati Tower, 26. Rajendra 
Place, New DcIhi-llOOOS 

PROPOSALS 

(1) To notify that raw meat (chilled |frozen) 

shall be subjected to quality conirol and 
inspection prior to export. 

(2) To specify the type of quality control and 
inspection in accordance with the draft Ex¬ 
port of raw meat (chilled|frozen) (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Rules, 1990 set 
out in the Annexure-I appended to the 
Order as the type of qualiy conrol and In- 
specion which shall be applied to such raw 
meat (chilled[frozen) prior to export ; 

(3) To recognise the specifications as (Set out in 

Schedule to this Order as the standard 
specifications for raw meat (chilled[frozen); 

(4) To prohibit the export, in the course of in¬ 

ternational trade of raw meat (chilledjfro- 
zen) unless as a mark of seal recognised by 
the Central Gevernment indicating that it 
confers to the standard specifications ap¬ 
plicable to it, has been affixed or applied 
to packages or containers of such raw meat 
(chilled[frozen) is accompanied by a certi¬ 
ficate of grade issued by the A^icultural 
Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India or by any of the agencies established

2. Definition.—In these rule' Unless the cor text 
othct'wisc requires :— 

2.1 ‘Act’ means the Fxport (Qual'ty Control and 
Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) ; 

2.2 ‘Agency’ means any of the inspection agencies 
notified by the Central Government from time to 
timt ; 

2.3 ‘Animal’ mea.-is animals belonging to any of 
the species specified below, namely;— 

(a) Buffalo ; 

(b) Sheep ; and 

(c) Goat, 

2.4 ‘Council’ means the Export Inspection Coun¬ 
cil established under Section 3 of the Act ; 

2.5 ‘Buffalo Beef’ means buffalo carcassjmeat from 
an animal which is more than 12 months of age ; 

2.6 ‘Boneless meat’ means dressed meat which is 
free from tendons, bones, cartilages and separable 
nerves ;

2.7 ‘Calf|veal meat’ meani bafl'alo carcass|nieat 
from an animal of above 4 monlh^ old but upto 12 
months ; 

2.8 ‘Carcass’ means the slaughtered body or any 
part thereof including viscera of any anim_al which 
has been slaughtcJed according to the proper proce¬ 
dure in an .approved slaughter house ; 

2.9 ‘Chilled’ means that the internal temperature at 
the innermost point of carcass | cuts Imirice does not 
exceed 4 degrees celslus at any stage including that 
at docksjpoits ; 

2.10 ‘Committee’ means Plant liiipection Com¬ 
mittee | Approval Committee to be appointed liy the 
Central Government for purposes of overseeing the 
implementation oflcompliancc with the provisions of 
these rules.

2.13 ‘Frozen’ means that the temperature of car- 
casslmeatjmince shall reach minus 15 de^ees celsius 
by quick freezing and shall not exceed minus 10 dicg- 
rees cclsius at any stage including that at dockslpoits ; 

2.14 ‘Halves’ means .sawed i chopped carcass divi¬ 
ded into two equal halves by splitting through the 
centre of tho backbone or removing the back bone 
by cutting through the transverse process of the ver¬ 
tebrae ; 

2.15 ‘Inspection Officer" means a qualified veteri¬ 
narian of the Central GovemmcntjState Governments! 
State Bodies I any oHicer suitable for the purpose ap¬ 
pointed] recogn.sed by the Agency, 

2.16 ‘Lean’ means the meat free from visibh or 
scperable fat ; 

2.17 ‘Legs’ means single or unsplit cut of half] side 
in front of ships ; 

2.18 ‘Minced Meat (Reema Mimic)’ means com¬ 
minuted meat of uniform grain, obtained from bone¬ 
less meat of bufi'alo, veal, sheep and goat ; 

2.10 ‘Mutton’ means sheep or goat carcass|cubes| 
cuts obtaintd from -.heep or goat which is more than 
9 months of age ; 

2.20 ‘Net Weight’ merns weight of the caicassj 
cutsjmince when packed but does not include weight 
of the package or added ice ; 

2.21 ‘Quar'ers’ means the fourth part of carcass 
or the cut sides of a buffalo]veal carcass derived from 
halves of the half cut between the 10th and Llth 
ribs or between the 12th and 13th ribs ; 
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2.22 ‘Schedule’ means a schedule to these rules ; 

2.23 ‘Slaughter’ means killing of an animal emp- 
loy.ng a humane or any other approved method in a 
licenced slaughter house where the animal is subject¬ 
ed to thorough ante-morlcm and post mortem ex¬ 
aminations ; 

2.24 ‘Slaughter House]Abattoir’ means the buikl- 
ing, premises or place which is licenced by the local 
aut lority for the slaughter of animals intended for 
human consumption. 

3. Quality Control and Inspection.-—3.1 The Qua¬ 
lity Control of raw meat (chilled or frozen) intended 
for export shall be carried out with a view to ensure 
that the same conlorms to the specifications recog- 
tiised by the Ceniral Government under section 6 of 
tile Act. 

3.2 Requirements of an Abattoir.—^For the purpose 
of assuring the quality of the finished product, it shall 
be ensured that toe abattoir where the animals are 
slaughtered shall meet with the requirements stipulat¬ 
ed in IS : 4393-1979 “Basic icquhements for an Ab¬ 
attoir”—providej that the requirements as above 

'• stipulated will apply to the slaughter houses to be 
set up after the date of final notification of these 
rules. Provided turthcr that slaughter houses already 
in existence before the date of final notification of 
these rules and not conforming to the stipulations as 
laid down by these rules shall be granted reasonable 
time to be notified by the Central Government in this 
behalf after compliauco with the requirements of 
these rules. However, in the mean-time such slau¬ 
ghter houses shall conforms to the requirements sti¬ 
pulated in Schediila (VI), 

3.3 Conditions for ante-mortem and post-morlem 
inspection.—/rhe animals and carcasses shall be sub¬ 
ject to ante-mortem and post-mortem inspections by 
au'horised veterinarians. 

3.4- Storage 

3.4.1 The carcasses halves]quarters shall be so 
hung in the chill room(s) as to be at leat 30 ems 
from the ceiling, 20 ems from the walls and 20 ems 
from the floor. 

3.4.2 jThe frozen and packed carcasslmeat]mince 
,s]iill be stacked on clean racks at least 30 ems from 
th ; ceiling, 20 ems from the floor, and 20 cm^from 
the walls, and cartons shall be stacked one ovir the 
other. 

3,5 Sanitary and other requirements of me^ pro¬ 
cessing.—^The premies shall be fit for proefesing, 
approved and registered by the local authority. 

The minimum sanitary and other requirements to 
be complied with are given below : 

3,5.1 The premises shall not be located in a low 
b mg area and not subjected to regular and frequent 
flooding. 
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3.5.2 All yards, out house, stores and all approa¬ 
ches to the factory shall always be kept clean and in 
sanitary condition. 

3.5.3 The roads within the premises shall be me¬ 
talled, 

3.54 The premises shall be located in a sanitary 
place away from car parking area and tanneries or 
the units handling chemicals, fertilizers or any other 
material which is Likely to impart extraneous odour to 
the meat or cross contjjpiinate the meat. It ..hould be 
free from undersirable odours, smoke, dust or other 
contaminants. Wherever marine products fruits and 
vegetables are handled in the same area, the premises 
where meat is processed shall be adequately parti¬ 
tioned from the premises where these products are 
processed or leave a gap of 7 days betvvcen different 
processings. 

3 . 5.5 It shall exclude the entry of dogs, cats, ro¬ 
dents, insects, flies, crows, bats and vultures. Jhe 
use of poisons or baits is forbidden in places where 
processing is carried out or any packed product is 
stored. 

. 3 . 5.6 The premises shall be so con.siructed and 
maintained as to permit hygienic processing and dres¬ 
sing, All operations in exmneotion with the process¬ 
ing or packing of carcass meat shall be carried out 
under strict Iiygienic conditions anfl under the super¬ 
vision of the Inspection OlRcer. Meat shall not come 
in contact with floors, walls oj other structures, ex¬ 
cept those which are specially designed for contact 
with meat. No portion of the processing' area shall 
over be used for living or sleeping purposes unless it 
is separated from the pracessingi dressing area by a 
wall. 

3.5.7 All the parts of the authorised premises shall 
always be kept clean, adequately lighted, the inten¬ 
sity should be 220 Lux m work rooms and 5.‘'0 Lux 
in inspection areas, and ventilated and shall be re- 
gualarly cleaned, disinfected and deodorised. The 
premises should provide adequate working space for 
the satisfactory performance of all operations. The 
flooring shall be impervious, non slippery and wash¬ 
ed daily with disinfectant. The floor should slope 
5Ufficeintly for liquids to be drained off to trapped 
outlets protected by a grill except in rooms where 
meat is frozen or stored frozen. Lime washing, colour 
gashing or painting, as the case may be. shall be 
done at least once a year. The dates when this is to 
be undertaken shall be intimated in advance to the 
Agency to facilitate verification and inspection. The 
floors, walls, ceilings, partitions, doors and other 
parts of all structures shall be of such material, con¬ 
struction and finish that they can ihe readily and 
thorouglily cleaned. The walls shall be tiled with white 
glazed ceramic tiles upto a height of 1.5 metres to en¬ 
able washing with hot water and chemmal disinfec¬ 
tants. Alternatively coatings or hygienic panels, ap¬ 
proved by the Committee may be used instead of 
ceramic. The walls shall be free from cracks, crevices 
and dampness. 


3.5.8 Doors shall be flyproof and be double doorci 
with sclf-closiug devices. All the windows and open 
ings shall be llyptoof. Screens should be easily mov 
able for cleaning and kept in good repair. 

3.5.9 (The ceiling shall be of permanent nature and 
prevent accumulation of dirt and minimize conden¬ 
sation, mould development and flaking and should be 
easy to clean, wherever stairs arc there it should be 
constructed with such material which can be cleaned 
easily and eflectively and should have side curbs 
with a minimum height of 45 cms. 

3.5.10 The premises shall be free from cobweds 
and spiders. 

3.5.11 The rooms and compartments in which the 
meat is processed or stored shall be free from dust 
and odour emanating from the dressing rooms, 
toilets, catch ba.sings, by product storage, animal pens 
etc. 

3.5.12 The equipment shall be so placed as to per¬ 
mit thorough inspection for cleanliness. All the tables 
and equipments used for dressing of carcasses shall 
be of such material which can be easily cleaned, 
sterilised and is impervious to water, resistant to 
chemicals and rust and smooth. Equipments aud 
utensils used for condemned materials should be so 
identified aud should not be used for edible meat. No 
vessel or container for storage of meat made up of 
galvanised iron or iron shall be used. Copper or brass 
vessel, when used should be heavily tinned. Use of 
wooden equipments]structures in the processing area 
shall be avoided. Wooden chopping blocks end 
wooden handle of knives which when used, shall 
daily be washed with hot water or steam sterilised. 
The wooden chopping blocks shall be strong enough 
to withstand chopping and shall not contaminate the 
meat with wood dust. 

3.5.13 The equipment and the approved process¬ 
ing area shall not he used without approval of Agency 
or any olllccr authorised in this behalf for the pro¬ 
cessing of any other material other than meat meant 
for export. 

3.5.14 There shall be eflicient drainage and plumb¬ 
ing system and all the drains and gutters shall bo 
properly rad permanently installed and shall be large 
enough to carry back loads. All lines should be water 
tight and ha.r adequate strainers, traps and vents. 
The drainage syssom of the processing unit shall not 
be connected within the processing building with the 
drains receiving effluent materials from the toilets or 
animals pens, Manholes wiU be leakproof to avoid 
backfl'i.w of the waste matter due to blockage. 

3.5.15 iThe entry to the pi'ocessing area shall be 
restricted and process workers from slaughter house 
or by product section shall pot be allowed to enter 
the clean area that is procc'^sing or packing area. For 
easy identification the uniforms of workers of the 
clean area shall he different from those working in 
other areas.

3.5.16 Water used in the processing area shall be 
jlean and potable and if suspected to be unwholc- 
jOine, shall be got examined, chemically and bacteri- 
ulogicaliy through a laborateny duly approved by the 
Agency and the cost of such analyses shall be borne 
by die exporter. Ninety five per cent of ail samples in 
any one year should contain no coliform organisms 
ill 100 ml. Any positive sample should contain not 
more tlian 3 colitorm organisms in 100 ml. and no 
two consecutive samples should be positive for coli¬ 
form organisms. If any 100 ml. sample shows the 
presence cf any coliform organisms, a further sample 
or a scries of samples from the same sampling point 
should be examined immediately. A free residual 
chlorine content of at least 0.5 mg|litre (Parts per 
million) should be there in the point of use and kits 
to test it shall be available in the unit. Hot water at 
SO C and above should be avaihible to scrilise 
knives and other equipments. If non potable water is 
used for production of steam or refrigeration or fire 
control then such water should be carried in com¬ 
pletely separate lines identified preferably by colour 
and with no cross connection or back siphonage with 
the lines carrying potable water. 

3.5.17 Wash basins with sample detergent and 
harmless anti.septic solution pucferably with foot ope¬ 
rated combination faucets having hot and cold water 
supply .shall be provided at each entry and exit points 
and care being taken that none enters without u.sing 
the same. 

3.5.1 S Ample supply of hot and cold water slm’l 
be provided for the worker and for keeping plant 
clean. The tables band saws, knive.s, steels, clca'.crs, 
knive pouchetj, containers for storage of meat shall 
be wa'hed thoroughly with detergent solutions and 
hot water (60 degree C to 80 degree C). 

3.5.19 No person having any open wound on the 
hands shall be allowed to work in the proce.ssing 
area. No person suffering from infectious or con¬ 
tagious disease shall be allowed to enter the premises. 
Medical check up of all the employees shall be 
carried cut by a ergistered medical practioncr with 
a minimum MBBS qualifications once in six month. 
A record of such examinations duly signed by a 
registered medical practitioner shall be maintained 
and presented to the Inspection Officer as and when 
desired by him. AU the employees shall be periodi¬ 
cally innoculated against the enteric group of diseases 
and tuberculosis and the certificate for these shall 
be made available for inspection as and when 
demanded. Overcrowding of employees in the pro¬ 
cessing area shall be avoided by providing working 
tables at sufficient distance from each other. 

3.5.20 Spitting, Chewing and smoking ;hall be 
prohibited in the processing. 

3.5.21 The finger nails and hairs shall be pro¬ 
perly tninmed, combing of hairs in proce sing area 
and cleaning and blowing of nose shall be prohibited. 

3.5.22 All process workers shall be provided with 
aprons, headwear, hand gloves and footwear of 
Such material which can be earily cleaned and di‘in¬ 


fected. The supervisory staff shall ensure that the 
same are properly cleaned and the workers are neat, 
dean and tidy. Adequate, suitable and conveniently 
located changing facilities should be provided, 

3.5.23 The authorised premises shall have ade¬ 
quate cold storage facilities. 

3.5.24 The cold storage (chilling room, freezing 
room, freezer store) shall be licenced premi.se under 
the Cold Storage Order, 1980 and shall be sub¬ 
jected to the various provisions of the said Order. 

3.5.25 All the entries to the processing area shall 
be provided with antiseptic foot bath for the per ons 
entering the premises. 

3.5.26 Whenever five or n^ore emplyees of either 
sex are employed, sufficient number of latrines and 
wash basin. as specified below shall be provided for 
each sex:

3.5.27 Exhaust fans shall be 

provided. 




3.5.28 The trolly used for transportation of the 
waste shah be marked as to identify them from tho.-e 
which sliall be exclusively used for the transporta¬ 
tion of carcass meat. 

3.5.29 Waste material should be handled in inch 
a manner as to exclude contamination of food or 
potable water. Precautions should be taken to pre¬ 
vent access to waste by pests and inedible to human 
beings. Wa te should be removed from tlie meat 
and meat products handling and other working 
areas at intervals and atleast daily. Immediately 
after the disposal of the waste receptacles used for 
ftorage and any equipment which has come- into 
dontact with the waste should be cleaned and dis’n- 
fected. At least once a day the waste storage area 
also should be cleaned and disinfected. 

3.5.30 All the proces'ing area and equipments 
shall be cleaned and disinfected both before and 
after each day’s work. 

3.5.31 A definite time schedule shall he adopted 
for cleaning and sanitizing the chilling room, deep 
freezer etc. 
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3.6 Method of Sampling and Testing,—^Thc ins¬ 
pection of raw meat (chiUed or frozen) meant for 
export shaU be done by drawing sample , wbcrevt-*r 
necessary as per instructions contained in tiiesc 
rules and testing the same with a view to ;ec that 
the con.signmcnt Conforms to the standard specifi¬ 
cation set forth in the notifications. 

3.7 Instructions of Agency.—Regarding sanita¬ 
tion in the premises cleanliness of personnel and 
equipment, operational procedures, method of 
sampling, testing, packing, marking and inspection 
of raw meal at all stages of dressing and maintenance 
of records thereof. All instructions issued from time 
to time by the Council shall be adhered to. 

3.8 Mode of offer of conngnment for inspection.— 
The following Conditions arc to be fulfilled while 
offering the lot: 

3.8.1 Carca’ses of each species and grades shall 
be hung separately in a straight line at least 20 cms. 
above the floor and the sides of the carcasses shall 
not be touching each other or the ride walls.
